There are, 
in addition, numerous commit­ 
tees designed for the inner work­ 
ings of the club. 
A m o n g 
the 
outstanding 
achievements of the club 
a r e 
those accomplished by the blind 
committee, who so far this year 
has made it ppssible for eleven 
children to have had their eyes 
examined and treated or fitted 
with glasses. The parents of these 
children would have been unable 
to give them this aid. Through 
the health and welfare commit­ 
tee, milk is being supplied to 
those needy children who would 
be deprived of their milk supply 
at the school because of a recent 
ruling 
of the Riverside county 
board of supervisors. 
The Cub Scout program, spon­ 
sored by the Lions Club, is also 
supplying a distinct need in this 
community 
by 
reaching 
those 
boys between the ages of nine 
and thirteen. The work of the 
Coordinating Council and 
the 
boys and girls committee is so 
well known, nothing needs to be 
said about it. The safety commit­ 
tee, during the past three years, 
has placed school warning signs 
in the pedestrian cross walks 
I iised by students, supplied arm 
bands and belts to the safety pa­ 
trol of the school, supplied book 
covers which feature a code for 
p safety on the students’ books and 
also supplied red reflector lights 
on the students' bicycles where 
needed. 
During the past Christmas sea­ 
son the Lions Club placed and 
assisted in the decorating of the 
Christmas trees. They also con­ 
tributed many presents, so that 
those underprivileged children in 
the community would not 
be 
neglected, 
but would have a 
“Santa Claus” in their home. 
All in all the Lions Club looks 
back on a year well spent and 
takes this opportunity to thank 
its many friends and supporters 
for their assistance during 
the 
past years. We hope to continue 
to merit your support and ap­ 
proval.

stalled at the station, and a new 
m obile transm itter and receiver 
u n it installed in the police car. 
The chief found that the police 
station was poorly lighted and 
ventilated.

Makes Improvements 
Bispham states that w hen he 
cam e to Palm Springs, the inte­ 
rio r of the jail w as filthy, and 
th e show er room, w here 
dirty 
prisoners are now required 
to 
tak e baths, was unusued, and 
piled high w ith old oil cans. He 
had the interior of the jail thor­ 
oughly cleaned and sterilized and 
th e show er put in condition for 
use. 
New 
fingerprint 
equipm ent 
h as been purchased which 
in­ 
cludes a portable kit w hich can 
be taken to and used on the 
scene of a crime. A ll officers have 
purchased 
new 
uniforms. 
The 
new uniform s th at have 
b e e n 
adopted since Bispham cam e to 
th e desert consist of forest green 
pants, tropical serge shirts and 
tan caps. Blue uniform s 
were 
form erly in vogue. 


More Mobile Equipment 
In November a new Ford po­ 
lice-type car was purchased. This 
m odel, a Ford with M ercury mo 
tor, is sold only for police work. 
A n extra motorcycle was added 
to the m obile equipm ent in De­ 
cem ber so th at the police d ep art­ 
m ent now 
patrols 
the 
village 
w ith two motorcycles and the ra 
dio car. 
A second trunk telephone line 
to the police station has been in ­ 
stalled so th at in an em ergency 
a citizen in distress can alw ays 
contact the police station w ithout 
delay. 
A saving of nearly $3,000 was 
m ade out of last year’s budget to 
m ake all these im provem ents and 
a t the sam e time the police de­ 
partm ent w as put on a m ore effi­ 
cient, business like basis. In fact, 
w hen the new police car w as pur­ 
chased in November, seven dol­ 
lars was still left ou t of the 1938­ 
39 
budget. 
The 
m ajor 
saving 
m ade by C hief Bispham w as in 
gasoline 
consum ption, 
and 
he 
show ed this reporter how he had 
c u t by one-half the gasoline bills 
for the mobile equipm ent. 
He 
also saved $25 a month during 
th e sum m er by operating w ithout 
th e services of a sergeant, who 
is paid $25 a m onth m ore than 
reg u lar officers; and Bispham has 
saved m aterially on long-distance 
telephone calls. 
New Budget Lower 
As for th e 1939-40 budget for 
th e 
police 
departm ent, 
which 
C hief Bispham asked for late in 
Ju n e, 1939, it is below th e bud­ 
g et for the preceding fiscal year. 
T he 1939-40 budget is $21,785, 
th e 1938-39 was $21,850. This is 
only $65 less than the budget for 
th e preceding year, but w ith this 
sm aller budget Bispham is m ain­ 
taining a larger departm ent. W ith 
th is sm aller budget Bispham is 
operating a departm ent consist­ 
ing of 12 persons and three m o­ 
bile units as com pared w ith the 
d epartm ent of 10 persons and 
tw o mobile units w hich w as be­ 
ing m aintained prio r to his tak ­ 
ing office. 
Solves Many Crimes 
The Palm Springs Police De­ 
partm ent has solved a num ber of 
baffling crim es and apprehended 
th e guilty crim inals u nder the 
leadership of Chief of Police Bis­ 
pham . Following a re ju st a few 
sam ples of th e im portant cases 
handled by the local departm ent 
during the past year: 
O n M arch 6 R uth A. B row n’s 
c a r was pilfered in front of the 
D el Tahquitz Hotel and property 
valued at $3,117.25 stolen from 
it. The local police investigated 
th e crime, m ade a list of the 
stolen 
goods 
and 
im m ediately 
sen t out a teletype “all points 
bulletin.” Before th e end of the 
m onth three m en w ere arrested 
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at San B ernardino for the crime and Harold Nighswonger, w h o 
and nearly all the 
stolen prop­ 
erty returned to the rightful ow n­ 
er. 
In A pril, Em m ett Jones, an es­ 
caped 
convicf 
from 
Huntsville 
state penitentiary, Texas, 
was 
apprehended by Palm 
Springs 
police and returned to Texas to 
finish serving his term. Jones had 
escaped from H untsville in 1916 
and had served in the World 
War. 
Early on the m orning of Sept. 
29, Bill Prendergast of this city 
reported to local police that his 
car had been stolen during the 
night from in front of his home. 
The necessary information was 
sent out over the teletype, and 
toward evening that same 
day 
Pete K aderski and George B ux­ 
ton w ere arrested at Ehrenberg, 
Arizona. P rcndergast’s car 
was 
returned to him and 
Kaderski 
and B uxton w ere turned over to 
the juvenile authorities at Ba­ 
kersfield, the city from which 
they came. 
Catch W atch Thief 
Melton Shubert, guest at a lo­

hotel, 
reported 
to 
Palm 
Springs police on Nov. 20 that his 
$750 w atch and other less val­ 
uable articles had been 
stolen 
from his hotel room. On Nov. 21, 
Richard Ludwig was arrested a t­ 
tem pting to enter the rear w in­ 
dow of a local restaurant, was 
prosecuted for the theft of the 
valuable watch and other a rti­ 
cles, w as convicted and sentenc­ 
ed to th e county jail.

Quick Action

The next 
day W illiam H. W atson, 30, Palm 
Springs Negro, w as arrested at 
San Bernardino and returned to 
the village. W atson signed a con­ 
fession and his case is now pend­ 
ing in the Superior C ourt of 
Riverside county. He is charged 
w ith assault w ith in ten t to com­ 
m it rape. 
Ex-Convicts Arrested 
Palm Springs w as rid of two 
ex-convicts in Novem ber when 
local police arrested John Stone 


lived on the reservation, a n d 
charged them with the theft of 
Todd Tomlinson’s car from a lo­ 
cal parking lot on the night of 
Nov. 10. Tom linson’s car was re­ 
covered on Nov. 11, and Stone 
and Nighswonger w ere taken in­ 
to custody th at same day. Inves­ 
tigation revealed th at Stone was 
once an inm ate of Folsom prison 
and also of a state penitentiary 
in Utah and that he has a long 
list of felony arrests and convic­ 
tions. 
N ighsw onger 
was 
also 
found to have a police record. He 
was once an inm ate of Folsom 
and also of the same Utah prison 
and had a long record of felony 
arrests and convictions. T h e y 
w ere both held to answ er to Su­ 
perior 
C ourt 
on 
the 
felony 
charge, grand theft auto. 
The Palm Springs Police De­ 
partm ent has also been responsi­ 
ble for m any arrests and convic­ 
tions of lesser law breakers. 
W henever a serious crim e is 
comm itted, it is the practice of 
the departm ent to send out a 
teletype im m editaely in 
order 
that the crim inal m ay be appre­ 
hended in some neighboring city 
before getting too far away from 
Palm Springs. Also, every sus­ 
picious looking character booked 
here is thoroughly checked on 
im m ediately to determ ine if he 
is w anted by any other police 
departm ent. This elim inates the 
chance of any desperate criminal 
slipping through the hands 
of 
Palm Springs police. Both Sacra­ 
mento and W ashington, D. C., 
are checked to determ ine if the 
person under arrest has a police 
record.

The vital need of democracy is not guns or 
battleships, 
but conscious citizenship. 
The 
voter who votes and lets it go at th at is only 
half a citizen. 
The ballot is a symbol and a 
means of expression but th a t is all. 
Conscious 
citizenship 
requires th a t voters know w hat 
they are expressing. 
Government costs more than a fourth of 
every dollar that citizens, rich or poor, spend. 
It costs as much as the rent or food allowance 
in any model budget, more than clothing, 
much more than amusement or insurance and 
thrift. 
Residents 
of 
small 
communities know 
more about their local affairs, but perhaps less 
about state and national affairs, than those 
who live in big cities. 
These know less than 
small town residents about their local affairs, 
and far too little about the big governments. 
Liberty and self government are wonderful 
for people who take the trouble to use them 
but dangerous for those who will not take the 
trouble to be informed and vigilant. 
There is nothing sacrosanct about govern­ 
ment and 
elected officials. 
Public servants 
are the public's hired men. 
They have no 
more right to be haughty with the people than 
the hired man has to be mysterious about 
where he left the plow. 
When the people insist upon knowing and 
taking a hand in their government business, 
there will be better government for less cost. 


REMAIN FREE! 


More and more the citizens of the Am eri­ 
can republics are realizing w h at it means to 
live in a free country. 
Despite all efforts of 
censors, the threat of prison or the firing 
squad for those who give out information “ in­ 
jurious to the state.” stories seep out from 
the totalitarian countries of the supression of 
the people. 
They may not travel freely from place to 
place. 
They may not hold public meetings 
without permission— and always the secret 
police are present to report all th at is said and 
done. 
They may not criticise the men who 
administer their government. 
They may not 
petition for any change. 
They may not listen 
to radio talks, nor read newspapers from other 
countries. 
They are slaves! 
In the Americas every man goes where he 
will, asking no government’s permission. 
He 
and his fellows may hold any kind of meeting 
they wish. He may denounce the men who hold 
public office, may demand new laws or the 
repeal 
of old laws, may listen to whatever 
radio broadcast he chooses, read newspapers 
from all over the world, and nobody forbids 
him. 
M ay we of the American republics always 
retain these rights. 
May we always have the 
courage to fight for them if any power from 
w ithout or from within attem pts to take them 
aw ay or even to curtail them.

Slowly but surely the improve­ 
ment of Ramon Road from Palm 
Springs to Edom progresses, and 
now it is reported that another 
project will be completed soon 
that will still better this road that 
leads to Edom, beautiful Willis 
Palms and Thousand Palms Can­ 
yon.The Southern Pacific has in­ 
stalled a wig-wag signal at the 
railroad grade crossing just this 
side of Edom, and it is asserted 
that the county has appropriated 
the money to put in the crossing. 
This will be a huge improvement 
in Ramon Road. At the present 
time it is necessary to detour and 
follow' the railroad for nearly a 
mile before crossing to U. S. 
Highway 99. Elimination of this 
detour will shorten the distance 
to Willis Palms and Thousand 
Palms by nearly two miles. It 
is asserted that the crossing will 
be opened to traffic soon. 
Ramon Road to Edom is now 
in fair condition. As far as the 
sewage disposal plant, a distance 
of three and one-half miles from 
the center of Palm Springs, the 
road is paved. From the sewage 
disposal plant to Edom, a little 
more than four miles, the road is 
one of those double-track desert 
roads. However, this stretch was 
oiled about two years ago by cer­ 
tain interests in the Edom area, 
and the road has a good solid 
bottom. It is possible to turn 
out when meeting other cars. 
East of Edom Ramon Road is 
kept in good shape by the county' 
for several miles toward Willis 
Palms and Thousand Palms. This 
stretch of road is graded several 
times each year. 
Although Ramon Road between 
Palm Springs and Edom passes 
through the most sandy part of 
the Colorado Desert, the road is 
quite passable. The oil placed on 
the road a few years ago has 
been packed down making a hard 
bottom for the tracks. The wild- 
flowers are beautiful along this 
road in the spring of the year. 
Ramon Road is the only direct 
route linking the two halves of 
the new Palm Springs Union high 
school district; and it runs in a 
straight line from hamlet of 
Edom and the Edom Elementary 
school district to the Palm 
Springs high school, w'hich is lo­ 
cated on Ramon Road. 
Residents in the Edom area 
state that they would like to 
bring heir students to Palm 
Springs high school over Ramon 
Road rather than transporting 
them the long way around, via 
U. S. 99, Garnet and Indian ave­ 
nue, which is much farther than 
the direct Ramon Road route.

barren 
shoulders 11.405 
feet 
above the sea. bears the distinc­ 
tion of being the highest moun­ 
tain in Southern California, and 
is snow-capped for the greater 
part of the year. Most of this 
country is included in the San 
Bernardino National Forest, and 
primitive areas have been set 
apart to insure their remaining 
a virginal wilderness. 
To 
the 
west 
lies 
Mount 
San Jacinto, a 10,808 foot peak 
whose rugged grandeur 
rivals 
the High Sierras. Its eastern face 
represents the greatest perpend­ 
icular drop per horizontal dis­ 
tance in the United States. Al­ 
though no external volcanic ac­ 
tivity is apparent, hot springs 
issue from many points, proving 
the presence of hot rocks near 
the surface. Several spas are lo­ 
cated over some of the springs. 
Palm Canyon Visited 
Nearby is Palm Canyon, a pro­ 
posed national monument, which 
presents a luxurious growth of 
native palms bordering a spark­ 
ling 
mountain 
stream. 
This 
stream issues from the mountain 
and bubbles down the canyon to 
sink into the sands of the desert, 
There has been much speculation 
as to how the palms came to be 
here, but as yet no definite ex­ 
planation has been found. 
Other famous groves of plams 
are found in Thousand Palm 
Canyon, and at Willis Palms. 
Only Date Gardens in America 
Farther east we may see the 
well-kept date gardens—verita­ 
ble oases which appear from 
above as green emeralds dotting 
the drab surface of the desert. 
These are the only date gardens 
in America. This same brown, 
desolate - appearing desert be­ 
comes, in spring, an endless car­ 
pet of wild flowers which attract 
visitors from everywhere in the 
southern part of the state. Here 
is the Coachella Valley, whose 
rich earth needs only a magic 
touch of water to cause it to pro­ 
duce abundantly. 
Myriads of tiny seashells, from 
which the name of the valley is 
supposed to have originated, are 
found on the surface of unde­ 
veloped land. The Spanish term 
for these small shells is “con­ 
chilla," 
a n d 
“Coachella” 
is 
thought to be an early settler 
mutation of this word. Of course 
these shells point to a once exis­ 
tent life under the sea, and this 
introduces an intensely interest­ 
ing geologic history of the val- 


ley. and of the great Saltón Sea 
which lies in its lowest reaches. 
Famous Saltón Sea 
The Saltón Sea represents the 
largest body of water lying be­ 
low sea level in the United States. 
The level of the water being 246 
feet below sea level, this basin 
has experienced several risings 
and fallings of its level. At one 
time the Gulf of Mexico extend­ 
ed a long arm into what is now 
the Imperial and Coachella val­ 
leys. 
Along the western edge of the 
sea the old water line can be 
seen distinctly on the sides of 
the bordering mountains. Along 
these bluffs can be found ancient 
constructions, which, according 
to authorities, were fish traps 
built by ancient Indian tribes. 
Near here we find travertine 
rock deposits which were laid 
down by highly charged mineral 
waters ages ago. 
On the eastern shores are sev­ 
eral resorts which offer swim­ 
ming, boating, and fishing. Near 
the north shore in the adjacent 
mountains is Painted Canyon, 
whose vari-colored sides present 
a riotous contrast of hues—de­ 
lightful to the eye. 
At the extreme northern end 
of the Sea is more evidence that 
our earth is still warm inside. 
Here we find queer, little mounds 
of gray mud built up like minia­ 
ture volcanoes exuding bubbles 
of carbon dioxide gas through 
lukewarm water. To utilize this 
gift of nature, a large dry ice 
plant has been erected in the vi­ 
cinity. 
Mud Volcanoes 
This is an interesting country 
indeed, for within a mile of these

mud volcanoes can be found rock 
that floats and wood that sinks. 
The porous volcanic pumice is so 
light as to float easily, while 
ironwood readily sinks since its 
density is greater than that of 
water. Nearby are also buttes 
composed of obsidian, or volcanic 
glass, which cooled quickly and 
pushed through the earth’s sur­ 
face.Although once a sportsman's 
paradise, the south end of the 
Saltón Sea is now a migratory 
bird refuge where flocks of ducks 
and geese dim the sky on their 
annual flight southward. 
A jaunt out into Morongo Val­ 
ley discloses many different, va­ 
rieties of cacti, many of which 
blossom 
attractively 
in 
the 
spring. Still further east is the 
Jashua Tree National Monument 
where these giants of the desert 
are found in large numbers, 
breaking the horizon with their 
grotesque branches. Wierd, inter­ 
esting rock formations appear 
just above the surface of the des­ 
ert.This then briefly describes 
some of the more important 
points of interest which are w ith­ 
in easy cruising radius of Palm 
Springs. It is true that Nature's 
wonders are at our back door, and 
we have but to visit them in or­ 
der to enjoy them and to realize 
the significance of our neighbor- 
boring country.

work, especially the handling of 
the w ater as it reaches the In ­ 
dian reservation at the northw est 
corner of Section 14, ju st across 
Indian avenue. 
Some time ago. under the d i­ 
rection 
of H. H. Quackenbush, 
stone walls were pu t in along the 
banks of Tachevah Wash, 
just 
after it crosses Indian avenue and 
enters the Indian reservation. It 
w as pointed out a t the m eeting 
that the bottom of the 
w a s h 
should be surfaced out as far 
east as the adjoining property is 
improved in order that th e stone 
walls will not be 
underm ined, 
thus endangering the adjoining 
property.

She had ju st com­ 
pleted the baskets recently. 


One is a fancy w ork basket 
w ith lid. 
The basket is w oven 
of a natural tooley that grows in 
this region and dyed w ith a n a­ 
tive yellow vegetable dye. 
The 
basket is decorated w ith a bu t­ 
terfly and baby quail design. A c­

to 
Indian 
T rader 
R. 
Bruce Cregar, a basket of this 
type hasn’t been m ade by any of 
the Cauilla Inhdians for 20 years.

Hears Talk 


On Relief 


Charging that relief is the larg­ 
est item of individual expendi­ 
ture on the state’s budget and 
that the only way to get relief 
out of politics in California is to 
turn it back to the counties. State 
Senator John Phillips of 
Ban­ 
ning, chairman of the Senate In­ 
terim Committee on Relief, in a 
stirring address before the Palm 
Springs Woman’s Club Tuesday 
afternoon, sharply criticized the 
administration of relief in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The Senator pointed out that 
the amount of the state’s deficit 
in itself is not dangerous, if it 
isn’t increased. Many successful 
corporations have proportionate­ 
ly as large deficits, he explained. 
The dangerous thing about the 
present administration of relief 
in California, according to th e 
speaker, is not so much the high 
cost as it is the bad effect the 
relief is having on the morale of 
the people and the political ma­ 
chine that is being made of the 
state's relief program. The cost 
also is far too great, he went on 
to say. 
The Senator stated that $330,­ 
000.000 has been appropriated for 
the current biennium and that 
345 millions should be taken in 
without any increase in taxes. He 
said that there is little likelihood 
that the deficit will be increased 
during the present biennium as 
all economists seem to agree that 
the business index will be up 
during the next year. 
Senator Phillips charged that 
we must make a thorough study 
of the general problem of relief, 
must put it on an efficient basis 
and should turn the adm inistra­ 
tion of relief back to the coun­ 
ties. 
A brief business meeting pre­ 
ceded the most interesting talk 
and tea was served after the lec­ 
ture by the following hostesses:

Phillips of Banning, will be off 
the press this week and is sure 
to meet instant favor w ith all 
persons interested in California.

This 
last is the first public address 
ever- delivered by the Senator, 
and which he w rites was includ­ 
ed as “an antidote to self es­ 
teem ." The ten talks are on sub­ 
jects of im portance to every C ali­ 
fornian. 
It is illustrated w ith 
candid camera studies of m em ­ 
bers of the state senate in infor­ 
mal poses.

7, 1936, is used as chapter four 
under the heading 
“The 
Real 
Danger.” It deals w ith the in­ 
filtration of comm unistic propa­ 
ganda and gives some of the 
reasons why the school trustees 
should see that the truth about 
communism is taught in the C ali­ 
fornia schools. 
“T rustees of Prosperity” is the 
subject of the short fifth chap­ 
ter, which is a talk delivered at 
the dedication of the Boy Scout 
house at Perris on Sunday a ft­ 
ernoon, June 12, 1938. 
Americanism and the relief sit­ 
uation in California are discussed 
in the next chapter, titled “The 
New Philosophy.” This talk was 
delivered before the bay district 
division of the California Federa­ 
tion of W omen’s Clubs at Del 
Monte, A pril 27, 1939. 
“The F anner Knows His Ham 
n’ Eggs" is the title of chapter 
seven.

BUILDING ACTIVITY DOWN 
IN PALM SPRINGS 
DURING YEAR 1939 


According to the annual report of the city building department 
for the year 1939, just released by City Building Inspector Charles 
J. Burkel. building activity in Palm Springs was down more than 
$20,000 in 1939. 


This lowered building activity 
during the past year was even 
more surprising w hen viewed in 
the light of the fact that the total 
building perm its issued 
during 
1939 covered a full 12-months pe­ 
riod and still only totaled $354,­ 
572; w hile for 1938, on the other 
hand, the total perm its issued 
covered only the seventh m onths 
period between incorporation and 
the end of that year (July to D e­ 
cem ber inclusive), but 
totaled 
$375,053. The seven m onths of 
1938 saw more building activity 
than the 12 m onths of 1939. 
Following are excerpts from 
Inspector B urket's report: 
Report of the building inspec­ 
tor, January 1 to Decem ber 31, 
1939: 217 perm its w ere issued to­ 
taling $354,572, an average 
of 
$29,546 per month. During the 
seven m onths operations in 1938, 
225 perm its w ere issued, totaling 
$375,052. an average of $53,579 
per month.

(Continued from First Page) 
of operation which would deter­ 
m ine if the tram w ay would be 
feasible from an economic stand­ 
point, and counsel and 
advice 
relative to financing the 
con­ 
struction of the tram w ay. The 
report would be prepared and 
subm itted w ithin 60 days. 
It is claimed that the estim ate 
of cost of construction prepared 
by Modjeski and M asters would 
be w ithin 5 to 10 per cent of 
the actual cost. 
Present plans call for a sus­ 
pension cable up a hog-back from 
the throat of Chino Canyon into 
Long Valley. Long Valley is over 
8000 feet above sea level, so vis­ 
itors to Palm Springs could take 
their sun-baths here on the des­ 
ert in the m orning and in the a ft­ 
ernoon ski at Long Valley. 
Tramway Safe 
The car would rise 1000 feet a 
m inute, taking 12 m inutes to go 
from the throat of Chino Canyon 
to the top of the m ountain, carry­ 
ing a capacity load of 30 persons. 
Smooth, quick, safe—there are 
50 sim ilar types of aerial tram ­ 
ways throughout the world. 
The car would be suspended on 
cables 40 feet above the terrain. 
Passengers would experience the 
sam e feeling as if they w ere in 
an airplane and could enjoy a 
view unequaled of the Coachella 
Valley that stretches for miles 
with the panoram a of m ountains 
in the background and Saltón Sea 
in the distance. 
33 Minutes to Snow 
This proposed tram w ay would 
extend from the upper reaches of 
Chino Canyon up and into Long 
Valley, and it would take only 
about 30 m inutes to m ake the 
trip from the center of 
P a l m 
Springs. The total distance to 
Long 
Valley 
from 
the 
village 
would be about five miles, three 
miles by road to the tram w ay 
take-off and two miles by tram ­ 
way up the m ountainside 
into 
Long Valley. In only one-half 
hour a person could m ake 
the 
trip from the land of sunshine 
to the land of w inter snows.
